may  be  necessary  to  connect  the  same  to  said  sewerage  dis- 
posal plant.  Motion  seconded  and  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Mr.  Gordon  Burns  offered  the  following  amendment 
to  Mr.  Pingree's  motion — that  this  meeting  recess  for  60 
days  to  give  Town  Officers  proper  time  to  obtain  actual 
bids  on  constructing  disposal  plant  and  installation  of 
sewer  pipes. 
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Moderator  ruled  Mr.  Burns'  amendment  out  of  order. 
Mr.  Burns  appealed  from  the  Moderator's  decision.  The 
matter  was  settled  by  a  standing  vote  of  142-22  in  favor 
of  the  Moderator's  decision. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  Bigelow  reported  for  Budget  Committee 
in  favor  of  Article  2.  Mr.  Bigelow  made  the  motion  that 
we  make  the  following  extensions  to  the  present  Sewer 
System,  Depot  St.,  High  and  Elm  Streets  and  West  Union 
Street.  This  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  Bigelow  reported  for  Budget  Committee 
in  favor  of  Article  3.  He  moved  that  we  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Sixty  Thousand  ($260,- 
000.00)  Dollars,  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issu- 
ance of  not  exceeding  Two  Hundred  Sixty  Thousand 
($260,000.00)  Dollars  in  Serial  Bonds  under  and  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act 
(Chapt.  33  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  An- 
notated 1955)  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  bonds  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest 
thereon,  and  the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  con- 
ditions of  sale  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  action  as 
may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale 
and  delivery  of  such  bonds,  as  shall  be  in  the  interests  of 
the  Town  of  Goffstown. 

Such  amounts  of  Federal  Funds  which  may  be  received 
from  the  Federal  "Water  Pollution  Control  Act  shall  be 
used  for  sewer  purposes  only,  including  said  bonds. 

This  motion  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Hedley  Pingree  moved  to  amend  Mr.  Bigelow's 
motion  by  striking  out  the  words  "for  sewer  purposes 
only,  including"  and  inserting  "exclusively  for  the  retire- 
ment of"  said  Bonds.  This  was  seconded.  The  amend- 
ment was  adopted  by  voice  vote.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Goffstown  School  District  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1956,  which  was  made  by 
this  Division  in  accordance  with  your  request.  Exhibits 
as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 
Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  ac- 
counts and  records  of  the  School  Board  and  the  School 
District  Treasurer. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  (Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1955  and 
June  30,  1956,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated 
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therein,  the  Net  Debt  decreased'  by  $18,928.10  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1956. 

Accounts  Receivable  and  Payable:  (Exhibits  A-2  and  A-3) 
Detailed  statements   of  Accounts  Receivable   and  Ac- 
counts Payable,  as  of  June  30,  1956,  are  included  in  Ex- 
hibits A-2  and  A-3,  respectively. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
School  District  during  the  fiscal  year  is  made  in  Exhibit 
B,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated 
therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures— Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  C  & 
D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expendi- 
tures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1956,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D. 
As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $10,481.24,  less  a  revenue 
surplus  of  $5,378.36,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of 
$5,102.88. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  E-1) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30,  1956,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit 
E-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  June  30,  1956, 
is  indicated  in  Exhibit  E-2. 

Statement  of  School  Tax  Account:  (Exhibit  F) 

A  statement  of  the  school  tax  account,  showing  pay- 
ments made  by  the  Town  to  the  School  District  during  the 
fiscal  year,  is  included  in  Exhibit  F.  As  indicated  therein, 
a  payment  of  $5,000.00  on  account  of  the  1956-57  school 
tax  was  made  to  the  school  district  prior  to  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1956.  This  represented  the 
amount  of  the  deficiency  appropriation  for  the  1955-56 
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school  year  which  was  made  at  the  annual  school  district 
meeting  in  March  1956. 

Bonded  Indebtedness:  (Exhibit  G) 

A  statement  of  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  as  of 
June  30,  1956,  showing  annual  debt  service  requirements, 
is  contained  in  Exhibit  G. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Current  Deficit: 

It  is  noted  that  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1956,  the  current  deficit  (excess  of  current  liabilities  over 
total  assets)  increased  by  $12,571.90,  from  $25,352.14  to 
$37,924.04,  as  shown  by  the  following  statement:

SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Goffstown: 

Each  passing  year  brings  changes  and  problems  and  the 
past  year  has  been  no  exception.  We  have  met  each  con- 
dition as  it  arose  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  and  we  trust 
each  one  has  met  with  general  satisfaction.  We  sincerely 
hope  that  the  next  twelve  months  will  bring  you  the  better 
things  in  life  and  a  better  and  more  prosperous  town  in 
which  to  Hve. 

During  the  past  year  Officer  Earle  Dubois  was  promot- 
ed to  Chief  and  several  new  special  officers  have  been  ap- 
pointed. Chief  of  Police  Dubois  and  the  members  of  his 
Department  are  to  be  complimented  on  their  work.  There 
are  many  duties  to  be  complied  with  that  do  not  meet  the 
public  eye,  such  as  policing  the  areas  where  the  summer 
camps  are  located,  checking  on  bicycles  and  dogs,  traffic 
duties,  and  safety  problems.  The  Department  has  carried 
on  efficiently  throughout  the  year  and  we  feel  it  should 
be  increased  by  the  appointment  of  one  more  regular  offi- 
cer. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  our  Town  Clerk,  Mrs.  Bernice 
Kidder,  resigned  her  position  because  she  was  moving  to 
another  state,  and  we  were  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  Ralph 
E.  Wakefield,  Sr.  accept  the  appointment  as  Clerk,  as  he 
served  m  this  position  several  years  ago. 

Each  year  we  speak  of  the  growth  of  our  Town,  and 
1956  has  seen  the  building  of  many  new  homes  with  an 
increase  in  population  in  the  hundreds.  We  are  pleased  to 
welcome  the  new-comers   and  regret  the  loss  of  several 
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families  whose  change  in  employment  caused  them  to 
move  away  from  Goffstown. 

Our  Road  Agent,  Horace  Shirley,  is  to  be  complimented 
on  the  work  of  his  Department  as  our  roads  are  among  the 
best  in  the  state.  A  new  grader  will  be  a  needed  piece  of 
equipment  in  the  near  future,  so  we  should  give  thought 
to  a  grader  fund  at  the  coming  Town  Meeting. 

We  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  mandates  of  the 
voters  in  various  projects,  one  of  which  is  the  North  Mast 
Street  Culvert.  We  made  arrangements  with  Thomas  Hall, 
the  adjoining  land  owner,  to  straighten  the  course  of  the 
brook  leaving  the  mouth  of  the  culvert,  and  this  work  is 
relieving  the  flooding  condition.  It  may  prove  unnecessary 
to  rebuild  the  culvert,  and  will  result  in  a  saving  for  the 
Town. 

We  have  planned  a  budget  this  year  which  will  keep 
our  taxes  to  a  minimum.  Due  to  the  sewage  disposal  sys- 
tem, which  will  be  under  construction  this  year,  taxes  are 
bound  to  be  somewhat  higher  irhan  last  year.  Interest  on 
the  money  to  be  borrowed  will  be  higher  than  it  would 
have  been  a  few  years  ago,  but  the  Selectmen  with  a  long 
range  program  in  view  feel  that  the  increase  in  taxes  due 
to  this  work  will  be  small.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to 
keep  our  expenses  down,  but  many  town  problems  are  be- 
yond our  control. 

On  December  3rd  the  voters  authorized  the  bond  issue 
of  $260,000  for  the  construction  of  the  much  debated 
sewer  project.  The  first  step  having  been  taken,  your 
Selectmen  have  been  busy  completing  the  many  details 
necessary  before  the  work  can  actually  begin.  Negotia- 
tions for  the  sale  of  the  bonds  are  now  underway  and 
should  be  completed  in  the  near  future.  The  construction 
work  was  advertised  for  bids  and  by  Town  Meeting  Day 
the  contract  will  have  been  awarded.  Federal  grants  were 
applied  for  as  soon  as  the  law  became  effective.  Thirty 
percent  (30%)  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  project  has  been 
set  aside  for  Goffstown.  Due  to  the  increased  cost  of  all 
material  and  labor,  as  well  as  the  interest  on  bonds  being 
about  IY2%  higher,  the  total  cost  of  the  project  will  be 
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many  thousands  of  dollars  more  than  had  it  been  started 
In  1953. 

In  September  Judge  Frederick  Branch  retired  from  his 
position  after  six  years  of  faithful  service.  He  has  been 
succeeded  by  Mr.  Hedley  G.  Pingree. 

We  believe  this  coming  year  will  be  one  of  note  for 
Goffstown  with  a  large  supermarket  almost  completed, 
the  construction  of  our  disposal  plant,  new  highway  con- 
struction on  High  Street,  many  new  homes  and  our  new 
water  supply.  We  are  proud  to  say  we  live  in  GoJffstown, 
the  fastest  growing  town  in  the  state.

During  this  year,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  been  chiefly 
concerned  with  staff  problems.  In  September,  Mrs.  Helen 
Leahy  resigned  as  Librarian  in  order  to  accept  another  po- 
sition. Mrs.  Ruth  Sears  is  now  serving  as  Librarian  with 
Mrs.  Vera  Webster  as  Assistant. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  make 
the  Library  more  attractive,  especially  for  the  children, 
and  the  ladies  have  presented  some  most  interesting  ex- 
hibits in  this  department.  The  Unity  Club  continues  with 
some  very  worthwhile  presentations  in  their  cabinet  in  the 
Reading  Room. 

A  definite  increase  has  been  noted  in  the  use  of  the  Li- 
brary, particularly  by  children  and  high  school  pupils.  In 
cooperation  with  the  teachers,  the  librarian  is  adding  to 
the  list  of  reference  books  available  for  high  school  use. 
We  hope  that  this  will  prove  to  be  a  helpful  service. 

In  both  the  Children's  and  the  Reading  Room  all  books 
are  now  sorted  and  classification  labels  have  been  posted 
in  the  Children's  Room  and  printed  cards  in  the  Reading 
Room.  All  of  the  staff  have  labored  very  diligently  in  an 
endeavor  to  better  the  facilities  of  the  Library.  Long  hours

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Report  of  Barnard  Playground  Trustees 

The  1956  season  was  marked  with  success  and  accom- 
plishment under  the  able  leadership  of  our  fine  directors, 
Norton  Phelps,  Jr.  and  Elinor  Martin.  Their  well  attend- 
ed classes  enjoyed  the  games,  contests,  and  events,  regu- 
larly scheduled  to  keep  the  children  active  during  the  eight 
week  program.  The  final  week  featured  special  events  and 
prizes  were  awarded  for  best  attendance  and  competitive 
athletics. 

Improvements  accomplished  during  the  year  included 
grading  and  seeding  of  ball  field,  repair  of  tennis  back 
stops,  construction  of  a  new  sand  box,  and  painting  of 
equipment  including  the  archway  at  the  entrance  of  the 
park. 

Looking  forward  to  the  coming  year,  we  expect  to  in- 
stall some  safety  features  on  the  playground  equipment 
which  will  include  hand  rails  on  the  slide  and  merry-go- 
round,  safety  swing  with  rubber  guards  around  the  seats, 
new  chains  for  swings,  and  hand  grips  on  see-saws.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

To  the  Citizens  of  Goffstown: 

The  problems  of  the  Goffstown  School!  Board  are  simi- 
lar to  those  facing  school  boards  in  other  communities. 
They  consist  chiefly  of  increasing  pupil  loads  and  increas- 
ing costs  of  almost  everything  the  schools  must  buy,  re- 
sulting in  a  steadily  increasing  financial  burden. 

The  Superintendent  in  his  report,  has  made  note  of  in- 
creasing enrollments  and  some  of  the  resulting  problems  as 
well  as  other  items  needing  attention.  For  reasons  of  brev- 
ity this  report  will  avoid  covering  the  same  ground  and 
confine  itself  to  financial  aspects  not  detailed  in  his  report. 

The  October  1955  audit  of  the  State  Tax  Commission 
brought  to  light  deficiencies  in  finances  existing  over  sev- 
eral years.  The  difficulty  centered  in  the  summer  pay  roll 
for  teachers  and  inadequate  budgeting  for  books,  supplies, 
and  for  minor  repairs.  The  school  officials  with  the  coop- 
eration of  the  Budget  Committee  planned  a  budget  for 
■the  school  year  1956-1957  that  would  provide  adequate 
funds  in  those  areas  where  normal  operation  previously 
showed  overruns  in  expenditures.  At  the  same  time  the 
Superintendent  and  the  Board  began  work  on  a  type  of 
financial  report,  currently  kept,  that  shows  at  all  times 
the  expenditures  and  obligations  .against  every  item  in  the 
budget.  This  has  been  operating  satisfactorily  during  this 
fiscal  year. 
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The  October  1955  audit  covered  the  period  ending  June 
30,  1955.  At  the  March  meeting  in  the  spring  of  1956  it 
was  thought  by  the  Board,  the  Budget  Committee,  and 
others  that  the  various  actions  taken  would  adjust  the 
financial  problems  of  the  school  district.  At  that  time, 
however,  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1956,  two-thirds 
completed,  was  experiencing  the  same  difficulties  as  had 
existed  in  the  previous  years.  When  the  school  officials  re- 
ceived in  October  1956  the  audit  report  covering  this 
school  year  they  were  very  much  disturbed  by  the  reported 
deficit  in  this  year's  operation  and  set  about  through  cur- 
tailed spending  and  deferring  the  purchase  of  equipment 
provided  for  in  the  current  budget,  to  recover  a  good  por- 
tion of  this  deficit.  It  now  appears  that  they  will  be  suc- 
cessful in  doing  so.  The  balance  of  the  deficit  is  covered 
by  the  1957-1958  budget. 

School  departments  like  individuals  never  have  quite  all 
they  would  like  to  have.  However,  we  feel  that  the  schools 
are  fairly  well  equipped  and  supplied  and,  on  the  whole, 
operating  effectively.  The  Board  realizes  there  are  oppor- 
tunities for  continued  improvement,  as  funds  permit,  and 
welcome  constructive  criticism  from  all  interested  in  the 
schools.  It  appreciates  the  understanding  and  cooperation 
of  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  interest  of  the  voters  in 
the  support  of  their  schools.

Wc  had  a  rather  large  turnover  in  our  teaching  staff 
over  the  summer  months,  particularly  on  the  high  school 
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level.  Several  of  our  veteran  teachers  left  us  to  accept 
positions  in  larger  school  systems.  Mrs.  Marion  Zeller, 
who  had  served  as  teacher  of  the  foreign  languages,  dra- 
matics and  public  speaking,  accepted  a  position  in  the 
Concord  High  School.  Raymond  Hamilton,  instructor  in 
mathematics,  was  elected  principal  of  Bradford  (Vermont) 
Academy.  Other  teachers  on  the  Junior-senior  high  level 
leaving  included  Mrs.  Paula  Juris,  Robert  Bechard,  Alden 
Tapio,  Miss  Bertha  Saigh,  and  Mrs.  Pearl  Lambert. 

To  replace  the  above  teachers  and  to  provide  additional 
teachers,  the  following  were  secured;  William  H.  Stone  in 
Languages,  Richard  Talbot  in  Manual  Arts,  Miss  Patricia 
Jones  in  Mathematics,  John  Mazur  in  Science,  and  in  Eng- 
lish and  Social  Studies  Mrs.  Ethel  Stone,  Miss  Barbara 
Morton,  Miss  Barbara  "Whitehead,  William  Aninger  and 
Andrev/  Drury.  Miss  Morton  asked  to  be  released,  and 
was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Adelaide  Towne  in  December. 

On.  the  elementary  level  Mrs.  Marjory  Frink  retired 
from  teaching,  Mrs.  Frances  Kelley  accepted  a  position  in 
Manchester,  and  Mrs.  Sue  Slighter  moved  to  Massachu- 
setts. To  fill  the  elementary  vacancies  and  to  provide  for 
additional  teachers  in'  the  new  elementary  school,  the  fol- 
lowing teachers  were  employed — Miss  Barbara  Guilbault, 
Miss  Jean  French,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Hapgood,  Miss  Nancy 
Kilmister  and  Donovan  Stevens. 

Enrollments 

Our  total  enrollment  continues  to  increase.  The  lower 
grades  are  at  the  moment  remaining  fairly  constant.  How- 
ever, as  the  larger  groups  enter  our  junior-senior  high 
school  the  increase  on  that  level  continues.  With  some  85 
pupils  now  in  our  several  sixth  grades  scheduled  to  enter 
the  junior  high  next  fall,  we  anticipate  some  145  pupils  in 
grades  7  and  8,  and  205  in  grades  9  thru  12,  an  increase 
of  approximately  60  pupils  over  the  current  year. 

It  now  appears  that  we  will  have  to  house  the  seventh 
grade  in  the  White  School,  reactivating  the  three  rooms  on 
the  second  floor  of  that  building.  It  will  not  be  an  ideal 
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situation  because  of  the  necessity  of  moving  teachers  from 
building  to  building  during  the  day,  and  requiring  the  pu- 
pils of  the  seventh  grade  to  move  to  the  high  school  build- 
ing for  shop,  home  economics  and  physical  education. 
Even  though  certain  problems  will  be  difficult  to  adminis- 
ter, it  seems  the  best  solution  to  meet  the  increased  number 
of  pupils. 

(It  might  be  mentioned  that  we  are  fast  moving  toward 
a  situation  which  will  require  the  entire  use  of  the  High 
School  for  grades  9  thru  12,  the  White  School  for  Grades 
7  and  8,  and  the  necessity  of  providing  additional  space  at 
the  new  elementary  school  for  the  two  units  of  grade  6 
now  housed  in  the  "White  School.) 

One  further  housing  problem  presents  itself  for  solution 
this  coming  fall.  The  present  fourth  grade  at  Grasmere  has 
some  16  pupils  who  are  scheduled  to  be  added  to  our  two 
fifth  grade  units  at  the  Village.  These  Village  units  now 
total  some  59  pupils,  and  with  the  16  additional  from 
Grasmere,  it  will  give  us  two  units  in  grade  5  of  38  pupils 
each,  far  more  than  we  normally  plan  to  carry.  However, 
unless  another  teacher  is  added  to  our  budget  (in  addition 
to  the  one  requested  for  the  junior  high  level),  there  seems 
to  be  no  solution  except  to  exist  with  38  pupils  per  room. 

Buildings 

The  budget  as  prepared  by  the  School  Board  calls  for 
several  repair  and  improvement  items.  At  the  Bartlett 
School  we  feel  that  new  light  fixtures  should  be  installed 
and  certain  areas  rewired.  The  artificial  light  in  that  school 
is  far  from  adequate,  as  was  mentioned  in  my  report  of 
last  year.  For  reasons  of  economy  the  article  in  last  year's 
warrant  was  not  acted  upon,  I  feel  that  adequate  lighting 
is  necessary  and  the  item  should  be  approved  in  this  year's 
budget. 

Also  under  improvements  we  should  consider  the  com- 
pletion of  the  tarred  area  at  the  high  school.  At  the  present 
time  considerable  dirt  and  grit  is  tracked  into  the  school, 
causing  unnecessary  wear  on  our  tile  floors. 

Further  repairs  to  outside  doors  (including  new  hard- 
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ware)  at  the  Bartlett  and  Grasmere  Schools  should  also  be 
done  during  the  summer  months. 

Equipment 

The  item  for  equipment  included  in  the  budget  as  pro- 
posed by  the  School  Board  calls  for  85  additional  pupil 
desk  and  chair  units  to  furnish  the  top  floor  of  the  White 
School  for  use  by  the  seventh  grade,  as  indicated  above, 
and  to  provide  for  the  increase  in  our  total  school  enroll- 
ment. We  have  also  included  ten  additional  typewriters 
(and  the  necessary  tables  and  chairs)  to  provide  instruction 
in  typewriting  for  the  non-commercial  group.  This  item 
was  included  in  our  budget  a  year  ago,  but,  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  operational  costs  of  our  new  building  were  greater 
than  we  had  anticipated,  as  were  other  operational  costs, 
the  School  Board  voted  to  refrain  from  purchasing  such 
items  during  the  current  year  in  order  to  decrease  the  defi- 
cit as  of  June  30,  1956. 

The  equipment  item  is  also  increased  to  provide  for  ex- 
panding physical  education,  shop,  and  home  economics 
programs.  Additional  visual  aid  equipment  is  also  request- 
ed. Folding  chairs  for  the  new  school  and  to  replace  ob- 
solete units  at  the  Bartlett  School,  as  well  as  supplement- 
ary chairs  for  the  high  school  are  requested. 

The  1957-58  Budget 

The  budget  as  prepared  by  the  School  Board  for  the 
school  year  1957-58  is  some  $22,400  above  that  of  the 
current  school  year,  or  an  increase  of  8%.  In  addition  to 
the  items  of  repairs  and  improvements  previously  men- 
tioned, the  remainder  of  the  increase  is  under  teachers' 
salaries  and  retirement.  Our  problem  in  Goifstown  is  much 
the  same  as  the  problem  facing  all  school  districts, — if  we 
are  to  secure  and  retain  qualified  and  capable  teachers,  the 
salaries  must  necessarily  be  increased.  Each  year  the  salary 
demanded  by  beginning  teachers  increases,  and  we  have  to 
meet  the  demand.  However,  as  the  base  salary  gradually 
increases,  the  salaries  of  the  present  teachers  do  not  move 
accordingly.  Consequently  we  find  ourselves  in  a  position 
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where  there  is  not  the  spread  between  our  beginning  and 
experienced  teachers  that  such  experience  and  training 
warrants.  Furthermore  the  so-called  "ceiling"  is  far  too 
low  to  retain  capable  people'  in  the  teaching  field. 

The  School  Board  has  also  increased  the  allowance  for 
the  physical  education  and  athletic  program.  We  are  par- 
ticularly anxious  to  be  in  a  position  to  provide  adequate 
bus  transportation  for  our  athletic  teams.  Although  the 
basketball  squads  have  been  so  carried  for  a  number  of 
years,  the  other  squads  have  had  to  use  private  cars.  The 
problem  of  safety  of  the  pupils  and  the  liability  of  the 
school  in  connection  with  team  transportation  demands 
that  we  adopt  bus  transportation  for  all  athletic  teams. 

The  proposed  budget  also  contains  a  deficiency  item  of 
$5,000.  The  actual  book  deficit  as  of  July  1  was  approxi- 
mately $12,500.  Of  this  amount  $4,400  was  provided  for 
in  the  56-57  budget.  Additional  insurance  to  cover  the  new 
school  and  equipment  for  the  new  cafeteria  were  contract- 
ed prior  to  June  30  and  carried  as  liabilities  of  55-56,  even 
though  the  necessary  funds  were  a  part  of  the  56-57  bud- 
get. It  is  anticipated  that  certain  economies  practiced  dur- 
ing the  current  year  (even  though  not  necessarily  wise  for 
reasons  other  than  to  reduce  the  deficit)  will  cut  the  above 
mentioned  deficit  to  between  $5,000  and  $6,000. 

The  Future 

Although  current  problems  are  of  primary  concern,  I 
think  we  should  look  ahead  to  the  years  immediately 
ahead.  It  is  difficult  for  all  of  us  to  realize  the  numerous 
problems  that  arise  as  we  continue  to  grow.  Certain  of 
these  problems  are  not  becoming  apparent  and  should  be 
carefully  studied,  evaluated,  and  made  a  part  of  our  pro- 
gram in  the  next  year  or  two. 

Previously  in  this  report  I  mentioned  the  probable  use 
of  the  White  School  for  the  junior  high  program,  and  the 
housing  of  the  sixth  grade  in  the  new  school.  In  anticipat- 
ing an  addition  to  that  school,  we  should  consider  the  need 
and  value  of  a  kindergarten.  The  project  now  being  carried 
on  at  the  village  by  the  Mothers'  Club  has  convinced  many 
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parents  as  to  the  value  of  a  kindergarten,  and  has  raised 
the  question  in  the  minds  of  these  and  other  parents  as  to 
the  advisabilty  of  its  inclusion  in  our  public  school  pro- 
gram. 

Within  the  next  several,  years  we  should  add  personnel 
to  meet  the  health  service  program.  The  increase  In  the 
number  of  pupils  has  cut  down  the  efFectlve  work  of  our 
school  nurse  and  also  created  more  problems  demanding 
special  attention.  Another  nurse  should  be  added  to  assist 
Mrs.  Bockus  in  her  present  program  in  the  schools  of 
GofFstown,  New  Boston,  Dunbarton  and  Weare,  or  a  nurse 
assigned  to  the  Goffstown  schools  alone. 

We  also  should  consider  the  addition  of  a  remedial  or 
special  teacher.  Each  year  we  find  more  and  more  pupils 
who  demand  a  more  individual  type  of  instruction,  and  it 
might  be  advisable  to  set  up  such  a  class  unit. 

We  also  must  consider  the  advisability  of  having  a  non- 
teaching  principal  at  the  new  elementary  school.  The  ad- 
ministrative duties  connected  with  the  operation  of  such 
a  school  is  more  than  a  teaching  principal  can  effectively 
handle,  and  consequently  either  his  teaching  or  adminis- 
tration (or  probably  both)  suifer  as  a  result  thereof. 

We  should  also  keep  In  mind  future  curriculum  devel- 
opments on  the  junior-senior  high  school  level.  A  broad- 
ened program  In  music,  art,  guidance  and  physical  educa- 
tion for  girls  are  to  mention  a  few  of  the  more  im.portant 
areas  of  need. 

On  the  Supervisory  Union  level  added  personnel  must 
be  provided.  The  number  of  pupils  and  number  of  teachers 
has  practically  doubled  in  the  past  ten  or  twelve  years, 
but  the  Union  has  failed  to  provide  additional  assistance.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Goffstown 
Village  Precinct 

The  year  of  1956  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  your 
Board  of  Commissioners.  At  the  meeting  in  March  1956 
we  were  authorized  to  install  a  gravel  packed  well  for  the 
purpose  of  increasing  our  water  supply.  It  was  very  for- 
tunate for  the  Precinct  that  this  action  was  taken,  for  if 
these  wells  had  not  been  installed,  our  supply  of  water 
would  have  been  a  serious  situation.  Due  to  lack  of  fall 
rains,  the  supply  in  our  reservoirs  was  the  lowest  it  had 
ever  been.  The  task  of  locating  and  installing  a  well  of 
this  nature  is  no  small  task  and  takes  longer  to  complete 
and  put  to  use  than  anyone  might  figure. 

Your  Board  contacted  Mr.  Chapman,  a  contractor,  for 
this  work  soon  after  the  annual  meeting  last  Spring.  His 
crew  came  as  soon  as  possible  to  start  operations.  Several 
locations  were  tested  out  before  we  finally  found  water 
on  the  land  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hamilton  Rice  that  proved 
by  testing  to  give  us  a  supply  which  would  take  care  of 
our  needs.  Two  wells  were  installed  at  a  depth  of  forty 
feet  each  that  will  give  us  a  supply  of  600  gallons  per 
minute  if  necessary.  Due  to  the  shortage  of  our  water 
supply,  one  of  these  wells  was  connected  up  with  a  gaso- 
line driven  pump  and  supplied  us  with  water  during  the 
time  the  other  well  was  being  completed  and  connected 
with  an  electrical  driven  pump.  This  pump  has  run  con- 
tinually since  December  21,  and  is  pumping  at  the  rate 
of  200  gallons  per  minute.  The  water  from  these  wells 
have  been  tested  by  the  N.H.  Board  of  Health  and  has 
been  found  to  be  of  the  best  quality.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  our  water  troubles  are  taken  care  of  for  a  long  time 
and  that  we  will  not  experience  the  same  conditions  we 
went  through  the  latter  part  of  1956.  We  want  tO'  extend 
our  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hamilton  Rice  for 
their  generous  gift  to  the  Precinct  of  the  land  where  these 
wells  are  located  and  the  rig^ht  to  locate  our  pole  line, 
water  mains  and  right  of  way  to  the  wells.  It  surely  saved 
the  Precinct  a  considerable  sum  of  money. 
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On  the  17th  of  December  we  were  saddened  to  learn 
of  the  sudden  death  of  William  S.  "Whipple,  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners.  He  was  a  regular 
attendant  at  our  meetings  and  his  knowledge  of  our  water 
conditions  and  wise  council  given  was  a  great  benefit  to 
the  Board.  Mr.  Albert  Gilbert  has  been  appointed  by  the 
Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  till  the  annual  meeting  on  March 
19th. 

We  want  to  thank  the  residents  of  the  Precinct  for 
their  consideration  and  patience  during  the  conditions 
that  existed  during  the  past  year.

Your  town  dump  has  been  set  up  for  your  personal 
convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place  where  you  can 
dispose  of  the  large  amounts  of  dangerous,  inflammable 
waste  miaterlal  and  other  useless  items  which  accumulate 
around  your  household  and  local  stores,  brush,  etc.,  cut 
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on  your  property.  The  town  dump  has  become  a  valuable 
and  indispensable  asset  in  modern  community  life. 

The  most  successful  town  dumps  are  supervised — regu- 
lar days  provided  for  their  use  and  inflammable  material 
consistently  burned.  The  town  dump  which  receives  no 
attention,  where  waste  material  is  scattered  about  with- 
out supervision  of  any  description,  soon  becomes  a  com- 
munity menace  and  a  liability  rather  than  an  asset. 

Many  people  still  burn  debris  around  their  homes.  A 
large  number  of  such  fires  get  out  of  control  causing  un- 
necessary damage  and  expense  to  the  burner.  "Why  burn 
at  home?  Make  use  of  your  town  dump  and  eliminate  the 
hazard  of  burning.  It  will  be  easier  for  you — personally 
and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden
